Minshall says 
it will be 10-20 years before ’’real changes” can be 
seen. It will be 200 to"300 ybars before the urea 
burned by the fire will return to pre-fire conditions. 

After' thc fires. Minshall. un internationally 
known .stream ecologist, found two adjacent 
streams, one burned and' one unbumed. on South 
Cache Creek in the northwestern area of the park. '■ 
“All of South Cache Creek burned except one 
fork.” he said. "This is an ideal situation in which
